A snbterraneun Indian Village has been discovered 
¡t\-Yacooehee l^aUet/in {¡eorgia, by gold miners, in 
excavating a canal for the purpose of washing gold, 
'î'iie depth to which it is covered varies from seven to 
nine feet ; some of the houses are embedded in a stra­ 
tum o f rich auriferous gravel. 
'They arc 34 in number, 
built of log.s from six to tea inches in diameter, and 
rom ten to twelve feet in lenglit. 
The walls are from 
three to six feet in height, forming a continuous line or 
»treet of 300 feet. 
T'he logs are hewed and notched, as 
at the present day. 
The land beneath which they 
were found, was covered, at jts first settlement by the 
w'hite.s, with a heavy growth of limber, denoting a 
great antiquity to 
tlu:se buildings, and 
a powerful 
ciiu.se which submerged 
then). 
( ’ane 
baskets and 
fragments of earthenware were found in the rooms. 
'I'he account is contained in a letter to the editor of 
the Southern Banner, from winch the follow ing further 
particulars are extracted : 
The houses are situated from 50 to 100 yards from 
the principal cliannei of the creek ; and as no further 
excavations have been made, it Is more than probable 
that new and more interostiug developments w ill be 
made w hen the land is worked for gold. 
A great number o f curious specimens of workman­ 
ship Itave been found in situations which preclude the 
possibility of liieir having been removed for more than 
a thou.sand years. 
During my mining operation.« last 
year, I found, at one time, about one half o f a crucible, 
o f the capacity o f near a gallon. 
It was ten feet 
below the surface, and immediately beneath a large 
oak tree, which measured five feet in diameter, and 
must have been four or five hundred years old. 
The 
«leposite was diluvial, or wluit may be termed table 
land. 
T he stratum, o f quartz gravel, in which the 
vessel was imbedded, is about two feet in thickness, 
resting upon decomposed clilorite slate. 
It is not diliicult to accQunt for the deposito o f those 
substances in alluvuil soil, for the hills are generally 
very high and precipitous, and from the immense 
quaattity o f rain which fuHs, the streams are sw'ollen to 
a great height, sweeping every thing with them, and fre­ 
quently forming a deposile o f several feet in thickness 
in a season ; but some o f diluvial laud is from 10 to 50 
feet above the present level o f the streams. 
These de- 
posites exhibit appearuaces o f as great attrition a.s those 
recently formed. 
I'hero was a v'essel, ot rather a double mortar, found 
in Dake\s (Teek, about five* inches in diameter, and 
the excavation on each side was nearly an inch in 
depth, basin like, and perfectly polished. 
It was made 
o f quartz, which had been seen transparent, but had 
becoma stained with the iron which abounds in qnaoti- 
ty in all this country. 
In the bottom of each basin 
was a small depression half an inch in depth and about 
the same diameter. 
W hat its use could have been, is 
diliicult to conjecture. 
Som e suppose that it was used 
for grinding paint, &c. or in some of their plays or games. 
The high finish, and its exact dimensions, induce me 
to believe it the production o f a more civilized jieople, 
than the present race o f Indians,

the newly invented lutlder of Mr Barthehny, gives the 
following description o f it, and recommends it as well 
worthy the attention o f our fire 
department.
